SYDNEY, N.S8., April &.—Uniess 
the miners of Cape Breton obtain 
vedress from alleged serious griev- 
ances they will strike at the first | 
opportunity, J. B. McLachlan, dis- 
trict 26 secretary of the United 
Mine Workers, told a mass meeting | 


at Glace Bay this afternoon.

The 
war debt and how to pay it is also the stock issue 
of Hungarian politics. 


ONE OF THE MISCHIEF -MAKERS. 


The president of the naval committee of the 
French senate says France 16 ready to wipe out 
{ts whole fleet if the other powers are prepared to 
do the same. That is a straight challenge to the 
British journalists and politicians who have been 
so busy of late trying to break up the entente 
cordiale and to create in the minds of the Brit- 
ish peoplo the idea that France is taking Ger, 
many’s place as the menace of Hurope, and 0 
Britain in particular. It will be interesting to 
see whether these busy-bodies are willing to 
second the French motion for universal naval 
disarmament. In any case they will have a bard 
time hereafter to persuade sane people that 
France is aiming at Imperialism of a kind that 
must be guarded against by the cultivation o- 
anti-French sentiment in Britain. A fleetless 
France could do no damage to the British em 
pire if it wanted to. 


THE BOULEVARD WIDENING PROJECT. 


The city council is to re-submit the bylaw 
covering the cost of widening Norwood boule- 
vard. This proposal failed to secure approval 
at the ballot boxes a few months ago, not because 
the burgesses were hostile to it but because they 
knew little or nothing about it and voted ‘‘safe.’ 
There is not much room for difference of opinion 
as to whether the boulevard should be widened, 
and not much room to doubt that this is a fav- 
orable time for the city to get the land needed 
for that purpose. But this is also a time when 
taxpayers are not in mood to sanction any kind 
of a deal involving their purse or property with- 
out understanding the ins and outs of it. It is 
suggested that the city may “be able to trade 
some of the unneeded property it owns elsewhere 
for the strip of land required, and that the wid- 
ening may thus be accomplished without an out- 
lay of cash or the issue of bonds. That sounds 
food, But it does not waive the fact that the 
taxpayers have a right to know, and expect tu 
‘Ne told, in detail what the scheme is before they 
ve asked to accept it. The city has taken over 

evre amount of real estate which jt does not 

»ow what to do with, and any proposal to get 
come part of it back into private hands is attrac- 
tive. But all that land represents money which 
the tax-payers have already paid or will have to 
pay, and they expect that the bert effort pos- 
sible will be made to get something worth while 
out of it. What is needed in connection with this 


widoning project now is a statement telling the 
taxpayers in definite terms just what they are 
to get and what they are to give if they grant 
counci) authtrity to put through the deal. 
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UP f° THE ALLIES. 
The Allies are to try another round with the 
‘Terrible Turk’’ in the diplomatic ring at Lau- 
saune, With a prospect that they can get more 
satisfaction out of that wily wntagonist than 
they did in the former encounter, if they really 
want to. 
Recent dispatches from Constantinople sug- 
gest that even Kemal’s estimate of his own prow- 
ess has been undergoing a process. of deflation, 


00 |'The latest of them represents him as playing the 


role of a pacifist, and springing a general olec- 


tion on the Grand Council at Angora in order to} 


gct rid of the belligerent members of that bom- 
bastic assemblage. He likely deserves the char. 
acterization, Not that his inclinations are at all 


peaceful, but that his resources are limited and! 


he knows it. Some time has elapsed since Kemal 
crumpled up the Greek army in Asia Minor and 
startled Europe with the threat of a general 
Mohamedan uprising 
ties have had a chance to size up tho situation, 
and the analysis has not magnified the Turk 
prestige a little bit. Europe is not shuddering 
now nt the vision of Kemal leading the millions 
of Asia to the conquest of the Western world. 
For one thing, he could not feed and equip the 
rabble if it Would follow him. For another, the 
Moslem world has never yet accepted or admit- 
ted Turkish leadership, often as it has been be- 
seeched to do so. And the Dardanelles is now as 
formidable a barrier to the Turks as it formerly 
was to the Allies, 

Mustapha has the cunning of his race, and 
has doubtless come to the conclusion dictated by 
the logic of the situation, that he will have to 
accept what terms the Allies choose to lay down 
if they simply stand pat and leave him to do the 
worrying about when a peace treaty is tu be con: 
cluded. Europe can get along without the favor 
of Turk friendship a good deal better than the 
Turks can get along without the European mar- 
ket for dates and figs and the fruitful province 
on the European side of the straits. Hence 
Kemal’s anxiety for peace, and the moderated 
tone of the note recently sent to the Allies invit- 
ing a renewal of the negotiations. He is no 
longer posing as a conqueror and telling the 
powers the price they must pay for his forbear- 
ance in not putting them to the sword. For the 
obvious and excellent. reason that he knows he 
cannot do that, and that the powers also know it. 

The circumstances are favorable therefore for 
dictating terms to the Turks such as will pre- 
vent them again becoming the scandal and nuis- 
ance of Europe. If they are re-admitted at all 
it will be on such conditions as the Allies see fit 
to make. That is another way of saying that the 
Allied governments will be responsigle if the 
Turk is allowed to again play the ‘‘beast’’ over 
subject peoples on European soil. They are un- 
der no obligations to reinstate him, and can re- 
fuse to do so without provoking war. If he 
comes back it will be their doing, and they can- 
not side-step responsibility for the way he is 
permitted to conduct himself. They owe the 
Turk neither gratitude nor fear, but they do owe 
it to the non-Turk peoples in Thrace to put him 
under such regulations as will guarantce them 
life, liberty and civil rights. 

As to how the Turk is likely to carry on if 
he is not thus put under restraint, there is timely 
warning from Constantinople. There are some 
25,000 destitute refugees in that city, who fled 
from butchery at the hands of Kemal’s soldiera 
and the Turk populace in Asia Minor. A rel'ef 
organization has been supplying them with food 
sent in from other countries, The Turkish ene- 
tom’s authorities have for some mysterious rea- 
son been allowed to resume functions in the city’ 
and they now refuse to allow the relicf commit 
tee to distribute these food supplies unless the 
organization pays a ‘‘consumption tax’’ amount- 
ing to four times the import duty, That ought to 
be strong enough hint to the Allied governments 
os to what the Turk will do to his non-Turk sub- 
jects if he is allowed to have his way with them, 
and as to the responsibility the powers will in- 
cur if they fail to take the opportunity they now 
have to put him under restraints which will aurb 
his brutality. For the sake of humanity, com- 
mon decency and future peace it is to be hoped 
that the delegates at Lausanne will dismiss any 
idealistic illusions that the Turk is not still a 
Turk.

PROBLEMS OF THE FUEL PROBLEM 

Montreal Gazette:—Canada has abundant re- 
sources of both hard and soft coal, the former in Al- 
berta and the latter in Nova Scotia, and there was a 
large consumption of the Nova Scotia product for in- 
dustrial purposes in Quebec before the war; the trade 
was then interrupted, but has since been partially 
restored, The domestic demand in Quebec and Ontario 
is for anthracite, and these two great consuming 
centres are so far from the producing fields in Alberta 
that Canadian anthracite cannot be brought down ex- 
cept at a prohibitive figure. Sir Henry Thornton was 
questioned as to the practicability of bringing this coal 
into Ontario and Quebec, and his reply was that “it 
looks fairly hopeful,” but he hastened to add that rail- 
way rate# must not be so reduced as to “cut the throat 
of the railway,” and this leaves us pretty much where 
we were before, Apart, moreover, from the question of 
transportation, there is the fact that coal production in 
Alberta is more or less seasonal, is, at any rate, ir- 
regular, which m@kes for higher production cost and 
renders the supply less dependable; even on the 
prairies coal shortages have not been unknown. Labor 
conditions must also be taken into account, and, in this 
important respect, Canadian resources are Canadian in 
name only, the United Mine Workers of America, an 
organization controlled in the United States, being 
practically all-powerful in the Alberta fields; in other 
words, the Canadian consumer cannot, as things are 
now, protect himself against coal shortages due to labor 
disturbances whether he gets his anthracite from Al- 
herta or Pennsylvania, 

It is admitted that the Alberta mines are capable 
of @ much larger production than is now being main- 
tained, and the output would, doubtless, be increased 
if it were possible to establish a permanent market for 
western anthracite in the central provinces. An inter- 
mittent demand from Quebec and Ontario would 
scarcely justify a substantial increase in the scale of 
production, and there is little likelihood that the de- 
mand would be other than intermittent #o long as 
United States enthracite continues to be available. The 
trade in American hard coa! is an established one 
geographical and transportation conditions are favor- 
able to it} and the United States producers desire to 
maintain it. The Canadian consumer hav, as stated by 
Mr, Ellis, the Ontario Fuel Controller, accustomed him. 
self to the use of this coal and, so long as it is available 
the chances are that he will take it.
